DEMAND FOR INJUNCTION FOR SPECIFIC PERFORMANCE 
AND SUMMARY JUDGMENT 


1. Philip Delgrosso (Delgrosso) makes a Special Appearance as a sui juris 
living and breathing man, an Act of God, and a foreign and immune state 
as evidenced by his Notices of Status on the record in the U.S. Court 
of Appeals in St Louis and elsewhere. He hereby categorically denies 
any presumption that he is a statutorial "person", or artificial entity 
created by the UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (USA), the U.S. Department of 
Justice (DOJ), or any of their political subdivisions. 

2. Delgrosso made a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Respondents via USPS Certified Mail (See Exhibit 1) that was received 
by their agent Roy Lathrop on October 15, 2018 (See Exhibit 2, USPS 
Proof of Delivery). 

3. The venue provisions of both the Privacy Act and the FOIA identify the 
district court in the district of Columbia as a proper venue for such 
claims. Additionally, a "foreign state" such as Delgrosso can be afforded 
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redress and remedy in an appropriate Article III Court such as this, 
and no statutorial, war powers courts of law. 

4. FOIA is promised on the notion that "an informed citizenry is vital to 
the functioning of a democratic society... and needed to check against 
corruption and to hold the government accountable to the governed." 

The Act embodies a "general philosophy of full agency disclosure." 

5. On October 18, 2018 Complainant Delgrosso received a response to the 
aforementioned FOIA request from the Respondents with the assigned 
FOIA/PA Request Number 2019-00341 (See Exhibit 3). This notice asserted 
that the agency was extending its 10 day statutory response time "up 

to three months" because the records had to be "collected from a field 
office". 

6. Complainant Delgrosso alleges that the Respondents made an agreement, 
which constitutes a contract, to provide the FOIA information within 
three months time, and that they have breached that agreement by their 
non compliance and non performance over a seven month time span. The 
Respondents have not provided the Complainant with a scintella of 
discLosable information, nor has any reason been given by the Respondents 
for such failure, which constitutes default, breach of contract, and 
breach of trust. 

7. Summary Judgment is appropriate where the record shows that there is 
no genuine issue of material fact and the movant (Complainant) is 
entitled to judgment as a matter of law. "FOIA cases are typically and 
appropriately decided on motions (demands) for summary judgment." 

8. Statutorial "citizens of the United States" make motions, requests.

make demands and issue ORDERS. 

ORDER 

9. Complainant Delgrosso hereby directs the Court to issue an ORDER 
mandating that the Respondents provide the aforementioned FOIA 
information to the Complainant as lawfully required within 30 days 
of receipt of this DEMAND. In the alternative, the Court is ORDERED 
to issue a Writ of Injunction to the Respondents mandating that they 
immediately cease their unlawful behavior and provide said FOIA 
to the Complainant. The court is further ORDERED to issue a Notice 
of Summary Judgment for the Complainant regarding this matter.
